In reference to. the-sllusioe made. by 
the chairman, as to the change that had been. wrought in bim mentally 
and morally by the development of his mediumship, s0 gregh wan 
it, that. it seamed to him, instead of eight years, ba must naturally 
have lived two thousand yeara to have gneived ab.the present: status. 
‘He then- proceeded. to review the progress and atakus of Spinitualiem 
in the United States, inevitably an. imperfect one, from the fact that 
bia sphere of labour had been limited ‘to tbe Atlantio seaxboard States, 
He could not pourtray American Spirituslistu in a, very satisfactory light, 
—not from any radical defeat, but from the transitional state of the 
movement. He had only visited one Southern State, Maryland, In the 
city of Baltimore, where he lestured, a large. anount “of suporfioial 
opposition had.to be encountered among tha publio,: but, privately, 
Spiritualism was well received. 'Fhe'Cnildwan's. Progressive Lyooum 
was a flourisbing institution. In Philadelphia, the external machinery 
of Spiritualism was desoribed by Mr. Morse as very efficient, consisting 
of a lyceum, library, and magnificent leoture-hall. Publio mediuma 
were abundant, and the spiritual philosophy had taken à deep hold of 
thé people;—it was n saot of their homes, and was publicly tecognised, 
Boston was spoken of as the centre of Amerigan Spiritualism. . ‘The 
Banner of Light and' its energetic proprietors eame in for: high. praises 
on the part of Mr. Moree. ‘The “ Music-Hall Soviets of Spiritualists " 
took the lead in organisation ; the “ Boston Spiritualist “Union” was 
also accomplishing. goud work;. the Lyceum and. the intelligence of 
its pupils were highly spoken. of ;: Spiritualisti was decidadly à recognised 
fach. in Boston, so. much sa aa even to: win the, respept of the press, “The 
signe of test-niediums, élairvoynnte, aud magnetic healers were. opm- 
spicuous on thé: houses. . Several. other Bocieties .of Spiritualists 
kept: the . subjeot continuously before ihe. people, An atteupi 
“had been made to ereot a Boston Spiritual. Templé. at an .expenae òf 
thirty. thousand dollars (about £6,000), but proved a aignal failure. 
Mr. Morse proceeded. to describe certain seances that he had attended 
in the United States, specifying one with Mra, Lord where remarkable 
physical manifestations took place. Mrs. Lord received much praise 
for her frank and open conduct as a medium, and.the facility offered to 
investigation. -Seances with Mrs, Thayer, the flower medium, at whioh 
white pigeons made their appearance, were dwelt upon. At another 
soance under test conditions, objects from the vegetable kingdom were 
brought, alao a beautiful white fan-tad pigeon, which Mr. Morse brought 
over with him-to this country, was in its cage placed before. the au- 
dience, In Maine, Connecticut, and Massachusetts, the publio were more 
apathetic towards Spiritualism, but the zeal of its advocates was cam- 
mendable. ` Referring to two camp-mestinga which he said it was his 
good fortune.to. attend, Mr. Morse said, that they reveal the fact that 
American Spiritualists are alive to the important issues underlying the 
religious, political, and sooinl constitutions of society, spd. however 
wild many of the ashemes broached may be, and to which he waa not 
prepared to assent, they.are certainly indications. of a. keen appreciation 
of: tha ‘necessity of reform. The. fourishing condition of the Now 
York Society and its Lyceum were adverted to.

A, Platt, a well-known minister of Brook- 
lyn, be true, our Roman Catholic friends are no longer to enjoy a mono- 
poly of miracles. Mr. Platt was afflicted with lameness in one knee for 
twenty-fivé years, and in both knees for three years prior to a certain 
Sunday in July, 1874. The lameness was so severe that he had to creep 
up-stairs like a child, on hands and feet, and was compelled to sleep 
with a feather-pillow between his knees, to avoid the pain caused by 
their coming together. But on the Sunday named a lady visited him, 
and, pitying his forlorn condition, she laid her hands upon his knees, 
and prayed that God might heal them. They were healed; and ever 
since Mr. Platt has walked with strength and ease, and without the aid 
of cane or crutch. He published an account of this ' miracle,’ as he calls 
it, not long ago, and his fellowministers have ever since been sorely ex- 
ercised over the matter. They have debated the subject in several con- 
ferences, and have proposed to depose him from the ministry unles he 
consents to get lame again, This severe stop, however, has not yet been 
resolved upon.”—Reynolds's Newspaper.
